Two practical horsemen gave the 


answers found below in reply to 
an inquiry in regard to having 
stallions in the best condition fora 
season’s work, in the Farming 
World, of Edinburgh, Scotland. 
As they give some idea in regard 
to the treatment of stallions in a 
country which is famed for its 
studs and breeding establishments 
we give them to our readers: “To 
have the stallion in good condition 
for the season’s work, taree mat- 
ters must be strictly attended to, 
viz: He must be properly fed, 
properly groomed, and properly 
exercised. Every stallion owner 
has his own system of feeding, and 
few are alike in every particular. 
By giving the horse the best clover 
hay that can be procured, along 
with a reasonable quantity of 
bruised oats and a few pounds of 
linseed cake daily, giving also a 
bran mash, containing a little nitre, 
twice a week, no difficulty will be 
experienced in getting him into 
,and keeping him in good hardy 
condition for his work. Boiled 
focd is not to be recommended, as 
it has always a softening tendency, 
and is apt to bring on inflamma- 
tory attacks. A few carrots given 
daily will be found a desirable ad- 
dition to tis food. ‘If the horse is 
in good health avoid by all means 
giving ‘conditioning powders or 
balls’-—a healthy stomach has no 
need of such assistance. There is 
now-a-days far too great a liking 
for forcing horses into condition 
by these substances. 

Examine the animal closely some 
two or three months before the 
season’s work begins, and imme- 
diately set to correcting anything 
seen amiss. If the animal is young 
or thin, gradually give him more 
| and better food—food rich in’both 
flesh and fat-forming constituent. 
If his appetite is capricious or del- 
icate, feed often, give alittle at a 
time, and put some aromatic in his 
mash, or corn, night and morning, 
but avoid habitual drugging. As 
the working season nears give 
plenty of grooming, gradually in- 
creasing road exercise, diminish 
allowance of seft food, accustom 
to conditions and fare likely to be 
in going his rounds, look well to 
his feet, have him suitably shod 
with as light shoes as possible. To 
prevent his shoes being torn off, 
have the hoofs over-lapping them 
on the inner heels and quarter of 
all his feet, and, if possible, let the 
groom who is to travel him attend 
him some time before he is put to | 
work,

ANOTHER HORROR. 


A Passenger Train Falis Through 
a Trestic. 

SAVANNAH, Ga,, March 18.—The 
first section of the fast mail train from 
New York for Jacksonville fell through 
a bridgeata point 75 miles south of Sa- 
vannah yesterday. The entire train ex- 
cept the engine was demolished. Niue- 
teen people are reported to have been 
killed and thirty or forty injured, ten 
of whom are expected to die. The 
private car of President Wilbur of the 
Lehigh Valley road, with Mr. Wilbur, 
George Gould and wife and others in 
it, was attached to thetrain. Presi- 
dent Wilbur is reported to be seriously 
injured. George Gould is unhurt and 
Mrs. Gould is only slightly injured. 

The accident was caused by a broken 
rail under the baggage car. The bag- 
gage car got off the track about a 
quarter of a mile before it reached the 
bridge of the Hurricane river. The 
baggage car mounted. the track, but 
the train ; assed saiely over the bridge. 
Immediately on the other side of the 
bridge there is a trestle several hun- 
dred teet in length. When the bag- 
gage car struck the trestle work it gave 
way, and the train, with the exception 
of the engine, dropped through, and, 
with the exception of one car,was com- 
pletely wrecked. The train consisted 
of a combination car, three baggage 
cars, a smoking car, two Puliman 
sleepers and a private car of Lehigh 
Valley. 

The second engine ran to Black- 
shear, a mile distant, for assistance, 
Soon all the physicians in the place 
were present, besides many who were 
ready to render assistauce in getting 
out the dead and rescuing the 
wounded. 

Superintendent Fleming of the rail- 
road, as soov as he heard of the acci- 
dent, left Savannah for the scene of 
the accident, with physicians and 
nurses. Alithe afternoon and even- 
ing he had a full force of hands clear- 
ing away thetrack. About 400 feet of 
trestle was carried away. 

Up to midnight the man A communi- 
cation with the scene of the wreck has 
been through the railroad officials. 


The Pacific Railroads. 
WASHINGTON, March 19.—Senator 
Stanford to-day appeared before the 
Senate special committee to which was 
referred the reports of the Pacifio Rail- 
road Commission. He said that the 
Government had reaped from the Cen- 


tral Pacific all the advantages any one 
ever expected it would reapand now 
it had a poor debtorto deal with. It 
was a question now whether the Guv- 
ernment would deal as generously as 
individual creditors would under the 
circumstances. There was an im- 
pression that the road had delayed 
having its land grant surveyed in or- 
der to evade taxes. As a matter of 
fact, there had been no time when the 
road was not pleading for surveys, and 
when it was not ready to pay for them.

Any burden now put on this 
road must fall upon the people of Ne- 
vadaand Utah, who are all already 
paying fair charges for surveys.

ing a total of $101,323.73. On the 
18th of this month $0,394.24 of gold 
and silver bullion was deposited, 
running upthe grand total for the 
thirteen days to the handsome sum 
of $110,717.97. 

If new deposits continue to come 
to the Mint in such numbers during 
the latter, as they have been com- 
ing during the early part of March, 
the deposits for the month will 
reach $250,000, and the manufac- 
ture of fine silver bars $120,000, 
double that of February.

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THE CASE OF CHODOLOT. 


Additional Testimony Taken at; 


the Corener’s Inquest. 

This morning the taking of testi- 
mony in the inquest held over the 
remains of Godfroy Chodolot was 
resumed. As in Saturday’s issue, 
ouly a synopsis of the testimony 


will be given: 
Mrs. J. Mund testified: I was 
uainted with the deceased dur- 
ing hislifetime, I formerly worked 
at Mr. Nadon’s house, prior to the 
death of Chodolot, about three 
months. I could not say that Mr, 
Nadon treated the old man any- 
ways right; he abused him every 
day I was there. One day he at- 
tempted to whip the old man at 
dinner time. The trouble was all 
about the property. He (Chodolot) 
said the trouble he had was enough 
to make him do something that he 
would not come to py he said 
it was too provoking to live 
in such misery as that all 
the time; he~ said all his 
trouble came from his property) 
said he thought be would go and 
have his property fixed so Mr. Na- 
don would not get anyofit. There 
was enoug) at the table for bim to 
eat, but be bad no peace to eat it. 
He (Nadon) would abuse the old 
mano at eating and right after, Mr. 
Nadon would raise his hand as in 
the attempt to strike the old man 
and advance toward him in @ man- 
ner as though he was goine to fight 
him, and used bad language toward 
him; it was a matter of fre- 
quent occurrence. I would go 
to the old man’s room and 
coax him to come out and eat. 
Sometimes he would eat at the same 
table, but not all the time, because 
he said he did not want to haveany 
words and would rather go off and 
die. The old man would hidesome- 
thing to eat and then cook it him- 
self when Nadon was not there, 
because he was abused and mis- 
treated, and had no peace eating at 
the table with Mr. and Mrs, Nadon. 
Mr. Nadon was very abusive to 
everyone about the house; that is 
the reason I left there. He (Cho- 
dolot) had plenty of clothes on bis 
bed—such as they were; they were 
not very good for an old 
man. He was very commonly 
used; he was always the first up 
and the last to retire, and did ail he 
could, so faras he was able. Dr. 
Dawson’s statement is all true. 
* * ad I don’t Know that 
bis own daughter ever abused bim. 
At the time Nadon would raise his 
fist and go toward him, he spoke 
French. I do not understand 
French, but I knew from his actions 
and manner. Isaw Nadon get up 
from the table and raise his hand 
this way [showing], and another 
man stopped him, ° * * 
There was a row there all the time, 
and if Nadov was not baving a row 
with the old man he was with some- 
one else. * 7 

At the conclusion of Mrs, Mund’s 
testimony, Coroner Brown took 
the stand and made the following 
statement: I was at the residence 
of the deceased on the — day of 
March, 1888. Dr. Dawson was the 
attending physician at that time. 
After the amputation of the 
arm: .of the deceased, 
Dawson gave directions 
family, that ie, Mr. Nadon, the 
son-in-law of deceased, and Mrs, 
Nadon, what disposition to make 
of the amputated arm. He (Daw- 
son) directed them that the arm 
should be placed in a clean box, 
and carefully preserved and kept 
to await the death of Chodolot for 
the purpose of burial with the body, 
there being inthe opinionof the 
doctor no possible hope of recovery. 
I afterwards found the amputated 
arm thrown out in the back 
yard and inclosed in an old 
coal sack (or rather what 
I took it to be an old coal sack), 
and in such condition and place 
that, so far as I could see, there 
was nothing to prevent domestic 
animals from having access to or 
devouring it. I am sure the di- 
rections of the attending surgeon 
were not followed by Mr. Nadon, 
his family, nor anyone else. 

This closed the testimony and 
the jury returned a verdict that 
‘“Godfroy Chodolot, a native of 
Canada, aged about 76 years, came 
to his death on the 14th day of 
March, 1888, from injuries received 
on the 11th inst. by being run over 
by the trucks of the east-bound pas- 
senger train by voluntarily placing 
himself upon the rail or rails of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company’s 
track at Reno, and that he placed 
himself there with suicidal intent,” 

Mr. Nadon, whose name has been 


| mentioned in such an unfavorable 


manner in connection with the 
suicide of Chodolot, called at the 
GAZETTE office this morning and 


pected of having driven the old 
man to his death. He desired a re- 
traction of what had already ap- 
peared in the GAZETTE, a request, it 
is, perhaps, needless to ay, 
will pass unheeded, unless r, 
Nadon cau back up his statements 
with better proofs than he has yet 
submitted.
